REGULARITY ASSUMED 


Recreational Program to be 
Launched for Entertain­ 
ment of Students. 


That the summer term at the 
college has begun satisfactorily is 
the statement of 
President 
Lirn- 
scheid. 
The 
enrolment has 
beera 
heavier than ever before and the 
students are of more m ature abil­ 
ity on the average than in the past. 
Mr. Linscheid’s statem ent is as fol­ 
lows : 
At the close of the second day 
of the summer term the enrolment 
had reached the same point that 
it reached at the conclusion of the 
summer term last year, which waa 
in every respect the record break­ 
er so fa r as this institution is con­ 
cerned. It is, therefore, conserva­ 
tive to say that the enrolment thus 
far. is very satisfactory. Students 
are still dropping in, and will con­ 
tinue to do so until next Monday. 
However, the increase from now un­ 
til the close of the summer term 
will not be very great. 
One of the characteristics of the 
student body is that each succeed­ 
ing year finds a greater percentage 
of mature students, that is to say* 
those who are taking' Senior College 
work. The number of people who 
have received life certificates from 
this and other institutions and will 
continue to work towards bachelors 
degrees is far larger than ever be­ 
fore, and the purpose of those who 
are taking preparatory 
work 
is 
smaller. In. fact, there are practical­ 
ly no high school students of high; 
school age and grade in this insti­ 
tution. Those who are taking pre­ 
paratory work are in almost every; 
instance x teachers from rural com­ 
munities who have not had the 
opportunity to complete their hif?h. 
school work before they begin teach­ 
ing.

Heavier demands are made ort 
the training school than ever be­ 
fore. In all probability the work 
will have to be reorganized so as to 
have six critic teachers in charge in­ 
stead of four as heretofore.

There is nothing tangible that we can do for those who 
have departed; the flowers we place over their last resting 
places do not cause them to rest more peacefully, they are a 
pledge that w e have not forgotten them. 
The occasion is one calculated to impress on the living 
the fact that life is more than a mere struggle for existence 
with no thought of those who have gone on before. It is well 
to pause and reflect on the problem of life, here and here­ 
after. It is a time when we shall do well to ask ourselves 
what are we doing for our country. Others dared to die for 
it but are we doing our part towards realizing the ideals for 
which our heroes willingly sacrificed their lives?

In early summer, 1922 the propo­ 
sition of erecting a Memorial Con­ 
vention hall as a tribute to those 
who served and died in the World 
War, was launched in a series of 
meetings. The Lions club proposed 
that the building be made a real­ 
ity and upon that suggestion plans 
for .placing the proposal to the vote 
of the people were established. 
Prior to the date of the election, 
administration officers and others 
active in the interest of legion wag­ 
ed a hot campaign in favor of the 
passage of the measure and through 
the efforts of the legion, the pass­ 
age of the Memorial Hall proposi- 
> tion was possible.

Warning Against Use 
of Well Water.

OKLAHOMA CITY, May 29.-—A 
warning against insanitary eondi- . 
lions in connection with impure wa­ 
ter bas been issued by Dr. K. A. 
Davenport, state health, commission- j 
cr, who said that 
rtxvnt 
heavy 
rains 
have brought a 
threat 
to I 
health in flooding cellars, wells and I 
springs and causing heavy weed 
growths. 
“Because of the recent excessive \ 
rkinfall, cellars, wells and springs! 
on low-lying ground 
are 
almost 
sure to have beta overflowed/ the 
commissioner said. “Ceilan?, after 
draining out, should be thoroughly j 
aired, cleaned and white washed. 
“ Flooded wells and springs are j 
a more serious 
proposition. 
Ko 
water for drinking or for any fain 
fly use, from such sources, should 
be used without boiling for at least 
fifteen minutes. The Insipid U dc 
of boiled water, after cooling, may 
be gotten rid of by pouring the 
cooled water slowly back and forth 
from one container to another. 
“The excessive amount of rain 
has also caused an unusually heavy 
crop of weeds, and where weeds 
grow In abundance there is always a 
damp, 
moldy condition which 
is 
conducive 
to the propagation 
of 
flies and mosquitoes. 
Weeds 
also 
cover accumulating 
filth. 
I) stroy 
all weeds and filth hidden under 
them. This is the first step toward 
a practical summer clean-up. 
“Particularly in small towns and 
rural communities is sanitation a 
problem in rainy weather. This is 
because water may be the greatest 
source of contamination and pollu­ 
tion. Numbers of surface wells are 
grossly polluted by surface drain­ 
ing* and drainage. Clear water is 
not nrcesaarily 
pure. 
Ofter-times 
there is a direct connection between 
sources of pollution and the well. 
“Typhoid fever, dysteiitarv and 
diarrhea are contracted from drink­ 
ing polluted water. ’
